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LAW OF GRAVITY WILL 
DEFEAT THE GERMANS. 

~  Presuming that by diverting troops from the western theater of 
war to the eastern, Germany is able to beat back for a second time 
the onrush of the Czar’s millions, will Germany be able to do it again 
a third time, and a fourth, and a fifth, and forever. 

The one situation which the German strategy feared is that into 
which they have now been projected, of being compelled to fight two 
enemies at once on battle fields hundreds of miles apart. This is the 
secret of their first great rush into France; the hope thal the striking 
power of the French and British could be broken down before the 
Russians came on, so that they could concentrate German energies 


upon hurling back the Russians. 

In this plan it must be admitted that they were at first very 
largely successful. While the French were being driven back in 
France the Russians were coming on in Prussia and Galacia until they 
had reached points some distance to the east of where they are situ- 
ated even now. But that this rush was a premature invasion was ap- 
parent even from this distance, the invading force consisting only of 
such mobile units could be thrown into German territory on 
short notice. Once the battle-line on the west deadlocked, the Ger- 
mans were able to throw hundreds of thousands of men across the 
whole breadth of the German empire to meet the Russian advance 
and drive them back. Then came the terrible scenes in Flanders and 
the north-eastern corner of France, when the Germans once again 
made a desperate effort to secure the coast line and paralyze the allies 
on the west. While this was going on the Russians reformed in tre- 
mendously greater strength and the human tide is rolling once again 
across the Prussian border. Again the Russians and Germans are 
deadlocked upon the east, with the outcome in doubt. Berlin adver- 
tises to the world that they will again halt the Russians, But should 
they do so, and should they even beat them back, it cannot be other- 
wise than at the expense of territory and positions on the western 
battle line, the loss of which will place Germany in a much worse posi- 
tion than now. And when they come west again with their main force 
to meet the new invasion, they will open the way for the third en- 
croachment by the Russians.

AS A MINOR GRIEF, 
For reasons which are self-evident, the German and Austrian 

hations are not telling the full extent of the horror of this thing called 


ali, it seems reasonably certain that had the German people, 
trom day 


to day as the war progresses, been given complete records 
of the slaughter they would long since have sickened at the awfulness 
of the tragedy into which they have been led and would have turned 
against the authors, 

What the extent of the German casualties has been to date can 
only be surmised, but it is quite reasonable to presume that they have 
been much heavier than those of the allies. Britain, with approxim- 
ately half a million men in the field, has lost 57,000 to date in killed, 
wounded and missing, and this percentage is undoubtedly lower than 
ihat of any other army engaged. : 

If Britain’s casualties have been over ten per cent. it is quite 
reasonable to suppose that Germany’s have been over 20 per cent. 
of her six million army. This is the approximate at which the best 
military calculations have arrived—about a million and a quarter— 
and the percentage of German losses will increase from day to day as 
the fighting becomes more general and their numbers diminish. In 
the commencement Germany had only those on the French frontier 
to deal d fighting was taking place on only a part of the line. 
Now they have a much larger line of contact on the east and develop- 
ments already under way must soon bring every available German 
soldier into the zone of fire on one or the other front, while com- 
paratively inferior numbers on the German side will require that 
those who are there be kept continuously in the fighting.

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GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC 
BRIDGE OVER FRASER 
OPERATES IN NEW WAY 


The counter balance Hft section of 
the big Grand Trunk Pacific bridge 
at Prince George, LB. C., was raised for 
the first timo last weok to permit of 
steamers passing up the Fraser river, 
Although operated on a new principle 
of bridge—opening tho movable section 
of the new structure climbed skyward 
with the ense and precision of a mod- 
ern passenger elevator. 

The Hft span Is 100 feet long and tn- 
stead of swinging Mke most bridges, tt 
Ufts straight In tho air, This Is ac- 
complished by electrically run machin- 
ery, assisted by counter-balance 
welghts of concrete. The arrangement 
{s such that one man simply touches a 
button and automatically the machin- 
ery is placed in motion which opens 
the safety lock, closes the six protection 
gates on the bridge and lifts the 100- 
foot section to a height of about 30 feet 
above the level of the floor of the 
bridge, 

This bridge over the Fraser river is 
also one of the longest steel bridges 
in the dominion, being 2,654 fet from 
bank to bank of the river. There are 
12 steel spans and the lift, and 14 con- 
crete piers were necessary to sustain 
the weight of this mass of fron and 
steel, The railway right-of-way sec- 
tion of the bridge is 19 feet wide, while 
on each side is a 12-foot roadway for 
vehicular traffic.
